In a petition ‘of three typewritten 
pages, the plaintiff alleges that Cabot 
has made various improper remarks 
\ about her. 

At the office of Circuit Attorney 
Jones in the Municipal Courts Building, 
Cabot said, July'3 of this year, “She 
has embezzled $5000 of my money,” the 
plaintiff alleges. At various times and 
places, she alleges, Cabot made similar 
remarks. 

Miss Bohannon,: according to the city 
directory, is a stenographer in_ the 
Frisco Building. In one paragraph of 
her petition, she alleges Cabot tried to 
make a collection agency of the crimi- 
nal department of the St. Louis Circuit 
Attorney’s office in order to recover 
a gift of $5000 made to a sister of Miss 
*» Bohannon. 

This gift, the petition says, was made 
“partly through love and affection and 
partly for services rendered by the 
plaintiff's mother.’’ 

Miss Bohannon alleges Cabot accused 
h-r of tcing in 2 conspiracy with her 
mother and sister to embezzle and keep 
the money. 

.“They are trying to embezzle my 
$4000, ’ and “They are trying to keep my 
“creck” are among the things he is al- 
leged to have said. 

Other accusations of a serious nature 
were made against her by Cabot, Miss 
Bohannon alleges, after she had testi- 
fied last October at an investigation 

‘which preceded the trial of E. G. Lew- 
ite” iversity City publisher. 

é Bohannon asks for $25,000 actual 
and $25,000 punitive damages. Her suit 
was filed by Randolph Lavghlin, a St.

Claim Is Not Allowed Against 
Estate of Her. Father’s

Whether Mrs. Adolphus Busch agreed 
to pay the expenses incurred by the late 
Dr. Enno Sander in his last illness at 
St. Luke’s Hospital is involved in a 
claim for $3587 held by Dr. Robert E. 


Schlueter. 
Judge Holtcamp, in the Probate Court, 


refused to allow the claim 
against the Sander estate, ruling that 
the bill should be presented to Mrs. 
Busch, At the same time the court al- 
lowed a claim for $1100 against the es- 
tate on account of professional services 
given to Dr. Sander by Dr. Schlueter for 
a period of 18 months. 

Dr. Schlueter, who was Dr. Sander’s 
physician, testified in the Probate Court 
that when the patient was sent to Bt. 
TLuke’s in November, 1911, he said that 
Mrs. Busch, whose father, the late Eb- 
erhardt Anheuser, Was an intimate 
friend of Dr. Sander, had expressed a 
desire that expenses should not be con- 
sidered in caring for her father’s old 
friend. Accordingly Dr. Schlueter, be- 
lieving that Mrs. Busch intended to de- 
fray the expenses, arranged for special 
nurses and other advantages for Dr. 
Sander at the hospital. 

Dr. Schlueter sald that from his own 
funds he paid the Sander bills as they 
matured, believing Mrs. Busch would 
reimburse him. On.Nov. % ghe sent 
the physician a check for $3009. 

Believing that it was Mrs. Busch’s 
intention to continue to pay the hospi- 
tal bills, Dr. Schlueter said that the 
special service was continued. After 
Sandér’s death Dr. Schlueter settled 
with the hospital. He then commu- 
nicated with Mrs. Busch at Pasadena. 
Cal. He says he received a message 
from her husband to file the account 
as a claim against the Sander es- 
tate.

POLICEMAN WILL 
NOT BE SUSPENDED 
FOR KILLING NEGRO 


Witnesses Declare Probationary 
Patrolman Was Threatened 
With Revolver. 








Chief Young announced Saturday that 
Edward Benda, a probationary patrol- 
man attached to the Dayton Street 
Station, will not be suspended for shoot- 
ing George Mitchell, a negro, at 2 a. 
m. Friday, after negroes and white 
men had quarreled, at Jefferson avenue, 
and Pine street, about the Flynn-John- 
son prize fight. 

Mitchell, who was 26 years old and re- 
sided at 2615 Chestnut street, died at 
the city hospital Friday night. . The po- 
lice say they have’ abundant evidence 
that Benda was acting within his rights 
when he shot the negro. 

Sergt. Silverman has reported that 
Ollie Hiller ‘of 5889 Von Versen avenue, 
and John Crotty of 2815 Locust street, 
declare they saw two white men in a 
quarrel with negroes at Jefferson ave- 
nue and Pine street, ang saw Mitchell 
level a revolver at Benda a few minutes 
before the shooting. 

Crotty and Hiller, in an automobile, 
found Sergt. Phillips and two pa- 
trolmen at Lucas avenue and Twenty- 
third street, and told them Benda was 
being attacked by negroes. They took 
the three policemen in the automobile 
to the corner where the. quarrel wag in 
progress and then drove away. 

They said they had seen Benda get 
off a car and Interfere In the quarrel. 

Sergt. Silverman was unable to 
locate Crotty and Hiller until Friday 
afternoon. The white men who were 
quarreling with the negroes’ have not 
been found.

In the semi-finals of the 100-meter 
sprint five Americans, H. P. Drew of 
Springfield, Mass.; A. T. Meyer of the 


Irish-American A. C., R. C. Craig of 
Detroit, Lippincott and A. V. Belote of 
Chicago, won their heats, thus qualify- 
ing for the final. 

In the 900-meter race preliminary heats 
were won .by five American athletes 
and three others also qualified for fur- 
ther competition by winning second 
places. No extraordinary. fast times 
were made in this event, the best being 
that of P. BE. Mann of England. It is 
noteworthy that the heat won by John 
Paul Jones of Cornell was the slowest 
of all, but he was not pressed in any 
way. 

Melvin W. Sheppard, I.-A. A. C., was 
defeated by J. C. Soutter of England in 
this event, but was qualified for the 
final by getting second place, and the. 
slow time in which the heat was run, 


himsel for his later effort. 

Americans were disappointed in the 
defeat of C.F. Wilson of Coe College. 
The Western runner has this season 
been the most consistent 10-second man 
of the country for the 100-yard dash, 
and in the Chicago trial he tied the 
world’s record for the 100 meters—10 4-5s. 
He was therefore considered one of 
two main reliances of the team in this 
event. 

Today in the tenth heat D. H. Jacobs 
of England beat him a neck in world’s 
record time—10 4-5s. 

The other principal asset of the 
American sprint squad, H. P. Drew, 
the Springfield, Mass. negro high 
school boy, won his heat from A, 
Kern, Germany, in holiow fashion, 
time, 11 seconds. 

World’, Record Broken. 

The American crowd present went 
into a storm of cheering after the 
sixteen.h heat and forgot the defeat 
of Wilson, when Donald F. Lippincott 
of the University of Pennsylvania beat 
W. R. Applegarth, of England, set- 
ting a new world’s record for the dis- 
tance, 10 8-5 seconds,

work of Susan B. Anthony be indorsed.” 
The motion was promptly seconded.

Mrs. Moore, who had display ed signal 


ability as a presiding officer, calmly 
and with a smile put the steam rol- 
ler in motion and when she was through 
the motion had been flattened out. 

Then she calmly proceeded to read the 
letters she held, one from Dr. Harvey 
W. Wiley and the other from J. Horace 
McFarland, president of the American 
Civic Federation. 

After the reading of the letters, in 
which she presented “Miss Julia La- 
throp, chief of the Children’s Bureau, to 
the convention, Mrs. Frederick Nathan 
of New York demanded a vote upon 
‘Miss Henry’s motion. From various 
parts of the hall arose cries of “ques- 
tion, question.’’ 


Motion Is Not Put. 
Mrs. Moore again faced the audience 


with a smile and serenely said: 

“This is the president’s evening. The 
motion will be given to the press.’”’ 

There was a gasp of surprise from 
Miss Henry and the other supporters of 
the motion.

La Follette, Gronna and Cum- 
mins Among Those to Remain 
in Republican Ranks.

WASHINGTON, July 6.—Most of the 
progressive Republicans in Congress will 
decline to join the Republican third 
party movement. Joseph M. Dixon, pre- 
convention campaign manager for Col. 
Roosevelt, is the only Senator who 
seems enthusiastic over the Roosevelt 
plan. Rep. Curry of New Mexico, who 
was a rough rider in the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war, is the only member of the 
House who has shown a desire to line 


up with the Colonel. 

La Follette, Cronna and other leading 
progressive Senators will make formal 
statements within a week disavowing 
any purpose to take part in the organi- 
zation of a new party. These Senators 
‘may not declare for Taft, but they will 
make it plain that they do not think 
it wise to start a third party. Senator 
Cummins made such a statement today. 

Senator Dixon, who was with Col. 
Roosevelt in New York, precipitated 
third-party discussions among insurgent 
Republicans today by sending to them a 
telegram asking if they had any sugges- 
tion about the call that is due for Mon- 
day. Most of those who received the 
Dixon message will suggest that the 
third party movement be abandoned. 

Senator Poindexter of Washington sald 
to the Post-Dispatch correspondent to- 
day: 

‘In our State the Republicans indorsed 
ir the regular way Col. Roosevelt. They 
elected a Roosevelt delegation to Chi- 
cago, but a reactionary national commit- 
tee refused to seat the delegates. The 
Republicans of Washington will name 
and support Roosevelt electors, regard- 
ing Mr. Roosevelt as the real choice of 
the party for the presidency. In my 
opinion Roosevelt will carry all of the 
Republican states. It is doubtful if Taft 
will carry more than three and _ they 
will be small ones.’”’ 

In Kansas and South Dakota Roose- 
velt men in charge of the State con- 
ventions nominated Roosevelt electors. 

ator Bristow and Crawford will be 
influenced by the action of their State 
conventions.

SITUATION IS UNCERTAIN 


National Committeeman Refuses 
to Make Prediction of Taft 
Success. 


Thomas K. Niedringhaus, Missouri 
member of the Republican National 
Committee and one of the original 
Roosevelt leaders in Missouri, departed 
for Washington Sa.urday to attend a 
meeting of the subcommittee of the Re- 
rublican National Committee, at which 
plans for President Taft's campaign 
will be formally ou*lined, 

According to Niedripghaus, the for- 
mer Missouri supporters of Col. Roose- 
velt, including Gov. Hadley, have de- 


cided to accept the Taft candidacy, al- 
though they say that the situation is 
somewhat embarrassing in view of the 
manner of the President's nomination 
at the Chicago convention. The Gov- 
ornor has passed the word to his State 
officeholders that the success of the 
party is entirely dependent on the reg- 
ular Republican national ticket. 
“Just now,” said Niedringhaus, 
situation is a bit hazy. 

“Matters are up in the air from an 
organization standpoint. I talked to 
Gov. Hadley over the phone yesterday 
and asked him what message I should 
take from him to Washington. 

“*You know Governor,’ I said, ‘that 
everybody will be asking what you are 
going to do, whethei your attitude to- 
wards President, even though you are 
against the third party movement, will 
be impassive.’ 

Says Hadley Is for Taft. 

“He answered that his Position had 
been clearly stated after the Chicago 
convention and that he had not changed. 
Hadley will be found advocating Pres- 
ident Taft’s re-election. If I did not tn- 
tend to remain loyal I would not attend 
this meeting of the National Committee 
and of course that body has power to 
kick me out any time {t wants to.” 

“Do you think President Taft will 
win?” Niedringhaus was asked. 

“Oh, I am not making any predic- 
tions,” he said. “I find there are Demo- 
crats who will not vote for Wilson and 
Republicans who will not vote for Taft. 
Friends of Champ Clark in Missouri are 
not entirely reconciled to Woodrow Wil- 
son, the Democratic standard bearer. 

“That Baltimore platform will make 
the Republican rank and file hesitate 
before throwing any strength to the 
Democratic ticket. It ig an out-and-out 
free trade propaganda, a tariff for reve- 
nue only and absolutely destroys the 
protective principle which is the funda- 
mental tenet of the Republican party.’ 

ixpects Decreased Majority. 

Niedringhaus admitted that the Repub- 
licans would have uphill work trying to 
carry Missouri and that the big Repub-' 
lican majority in St. Louis would be 
cut down considerably at the November 
election. This view is shared also by 
Jeptha D. Howe, former chairman of 
the Republican City Committee, who 
helped to launch Roosevelt's St. Louis 
boom. 

“Two is company and three is «a 
crowd,” said Howe. “That is the rea- 
son I am against the third party 
scheme. It ig too soon to make predic- 
tions on the outcome of the presidential 
contest. Wilson will not have a walk- 
over.” ' 

The Taft men are using heroic mea- 
sures to stop a possible local trend to 
Col. Roosevelt’s proposed new party and 
thus far they have succeeded in 
silencing any Republican leader who 
shows a tendency to insurge on behalf 
of Col, Roosevelt.

EL PASO, Tex., Culy 6.—Only 3500 are 
estimated as comprising the remnant of 
the Mexican rebel army.

PLATTSBURG, N. Y., July 6.—The 
monument given by the State of New 
York to the City of Plattsburg to com- 
memorate the achievement of Samuel 
de Champlain, discoverer of beautiful 
Lake Champlain, was unveiled today. 

The monument, capped with a bronze 
figure of the navigator, stands on a 
park terrace overiooking the waters 
that he came upon 302 years ago. 

At the front of the base, which is 
surmounted by a granite seat, crouches 
the granite figure of an Indian hold- 
ing bow and shield. Either side of 
the figure is ornamented by a canoe 
prow decked with trophies of the time 
of Champlain. At the rear of the base 
is a bronze tablet bearing the names 
of the Tercentenary Commissioners 
under whose auspices the monument 
was constructed. 


Made Hig Journey in a Canoe. 
The canoe prows have been made a 


part of the memorial because. the 
-canoe was one of the highest achieve- 
ments of the Indians and it was in 
eastern North America that the canoe 
was first heard of. It was in a canoe 
that Champlain made his journey’ to 
the body of water that bears his name. 

The upper part of the pedestal is 
ornamented with carved garlands of 
Indian corn. There, on the front is 
this inscription:

1567 é 1635 

NAVIGATOR DISCOVERER 

COLONIZER 
The following inscription ts on the back: 
ERECTED BY THE STATE OF NEW

CINCINNATI, July 6. 
HE constitution and by-laws of the 
T Cincinnati Household Workers’ 
Association, the first organized 
body of domestics for: d in Cincinnati, 
are based on the Golden Rulé. Miss 
Mary Brannon, by occupation a cook 
but by inclination and fitness a sociol- 
ogist, is founder and president of the 
organization. 

Every two weeks the 30 or more ser- 
vat girls ‘meet in ‘orre’ of the domestic 
science rooms of Woodward High 
School, the use of which has been do- 
nated to the association. by. the Cincin- 
nati Board of Education. A domestic 
science teacher, connected with the 
summer school, instructs these practical 
workers in—household_ science, food 
vaiues and dietetics, also in the chem- 
istry of food, 

“What is this going to do for us?’’ 
asked Miss Brannon, leader in the up- 
lift movement. And then she answered, 
‘I* ig going to make us more efficient 
and therefore more self-respecting. If 
we respect ourselves and our work at 
its rightful value, perhaps wo can oring 
society as a whole to respect it also. 
In that case the domestic service prob- 
lem is solved.” 

Miss Brannon holds that domestic 
wor’: pays better and is far more com- 
fortable than factory work and that if 
the social chasm between servants and 
other workers is bridged, the problem 
will be solved. Here is where the gold- 
en rule comes in. 

“If we educate ourselves to the point 
where we can win the respect of our 
employers and workers in other lines, 
we have won.the battle,” she declares. 

Miss Emily. McVean, dean of the 
Women of Cinc nhversity, ob- 
tained the assistance of the Board of 
Education for Miss Brannon’s Associa- 
tion. “I regard this as the most sig- 
nificant movement I have come into 
contact with,’’ is Miss McVean’s esti-

When Geers ran to his daughter’s bed- 
room, after hearing the shots, he met 
Nicholas, who calmly told him ‘‘some- 
body had shot the girls.” Nicholas 
stayed at the house until two physi- 
cians, whom Miss Schmitt summoned 
by telephone, had arrived from: Troy. 
Then he walked down the road and 
vanished. More than a score of of- 
ficials and other persons, on foot, on 
horseback and in various’ vehicles, 
searched two days and two nights with- 
cut finding a trace of him.

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Ni ADY HAMILTON is without 
é¢ exception the coarsest, most 
ill-mannered, disa greeabie 
person I ever have met!” 
So wrote a court chronicler in the 
early days of the eighteenth century, 
and to prove his assertion he’ added 
many lurid details. Here is a brief 
description of the woman: She was 
tall, lithe, infinitely graceful; with an 
oval face, big deep-blue eyes, small, 
shapely hands, and with shimmering 
golden-chestnut hair that fell to her 
feet. Those same feet, by the way, 
were perhaps the ugliest and biggest in 
Europe. They were the only flaw in 
her looks. . 
In 1765, in an English village hut, 
Amy Lyon was bofn. Her mother was 
a servant. Her father was a biack- 
smith. The child grew up illiterate. In 
fact, she never, in all her life, learned 
to spell or speak correctly. At the age 
of 12 she became a nursemaid. At 13 
she was a chambermaid in the house- 
hold of a lady of rank from whom she 
picked up some smattering of good man- 
ners. Then, after a term as shopgirl 
in a little London dry goods store, she 
became a waitress in a cheap tavero 
frequented by clever, down-at-heel 
writers. While she was there a naval 
officer named Payne fell in love with 
her. But he was cut out by Sir Henry 
Featherstonhaugh, who in turn was 
supplanted by Dr. Graham, a notorious 
quack. 
Amy Lyon (who had by this time 
changed her name!to Emma Harte) 
posed in a series of living pictures for 
Graham as Hygeia, the goddess of 





health. Her face and perfect figure 
during these poses attracted Charles 
Greville, a “poor relation” of a rich 


old family. Greville fell moderately in 
love with her and she fell utterly and 
blindly in love with him. It was the! 
first and great love of her life. Greville 
introduced the great painter, Romney, 
to her. Romney was a willing victim, 
and immortalized her loveliness in a 
number of portraits. 

Greville’s uncle, old Sir William Ham- 
liten, British Ambassador to Naples, 
heard of the affair and came to En- 
giand to remonstrate with his nephew, 
He fell in love with Emma at sight. 
The upshot of the matter was that 
Greville, for a large sum of money, 
gave up all claim to Emma, and Sir 
Willlam married her. 

Sick with, grief at Greville’s déser- 
tion, Emma sullenly agreed to be Sir 
William's wife. And henceforth, since 
love was gone, she lived for power. She 
went to the Neapolitan court with her 
husband, where she became the Queen’s 
most intimate friend, and soon began to 
sway international politics to suit her 
own whim. — 

At Naples she met Horatio Nelson, 
who was then an obscure naval officer. 
It is not on record that he then in- 
terested her or she him. But when, a 
few years slater,” Nelson’ ‘came back to 
Naples a naval hero &nd the idol of 
the court, Lady Hamilton was seized 
with a form of hero-worship for him. 
Such adoration as hers was too ardent 
for a man of Nelson's sort to resist. 
He lost his heart—and head—to her. For 
a time she was the most sought-after 
woman in Europe. Even the Prince of 
Wales (afterward George VI) was smit- 
ten by her charms, and devoted the rest 
of his life to her service. Nelson’s 
slavish love for Lady Hamilton and the 
length to which it drove him are the 
only blots on the man’s wonderful ca- 
reer. When he was struck down in 
battle at the moment of victory, his last 
words were of her. 

After Nelson’s death the world at 
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fat and unwieldy. She had had a COM> 
fortable fortune. But her passion for” 
gambling soon left her penniless. The 
former heartbreaker was now merely 
bloated, middle-aged im weneS 
glutton. She was cast into prison for 
debt, and remaiyed there a year.

American Team 


Joe Forshaw Writes That He Is 
Improving Under Direction 


of Famous Trainer. 


The short life of the average modern ath- 
lete is well demonstrated from the fact 
that the present American team at Stock- 
holm, which will be seen in action there 
today, includes but two members of the 
team that went to Athens in 1906 for that 
Ofympiad. They are Joe Forshaw, the St. 
Louis Marathon runner, and George Bon- 
hag, the New York athlete. 

This information is included in a letter 
from Joe Forshaw to Dr. W. A. Dillen, the 
former well-known St. Louis University foot- 
ball and athletic star, and a personal friend 
of Forshaw. 

Parts of Forshaw’s letter follow: “Our 
private yacht has arrived at Antwerp, where 
we spend two days, and then proceed to 
Stockholm. ‘This is pretty soft for me when 
I think of it—three Olympic trips, the 
only Marathon man that ever made them. 
As a matter of fact, there is only one other 
athlete here from 1906, and he is George 
Bonhag. 

Mike Murphy Is Boss. 

‘‘Martin Delaney and his wife are aboard. 
Lawson Robertson, trainer of the Irish- 
American Club, is also here. But you can 
bet your last dollar Mike Murphy is boss 
supreme, and rightly he should be. He is 
the dean of them all.. It gives me confidence 
the way I improve under his eye. I sit next 
to him at table, so guess I'll be watched 
close enough there, at least. 

“You can’t put anything over on Mike 
without his knowing it. I have run every 
day since we left New York and expect to 
do so every day within three days of the 
race. When we get on land we will have 
some 18 to 25 mile jaunts. 

‘*Believe me, this is going to be the great- 
est marathon ever stage. I'd give ten years 
of my life to cop it, so don’t be surprised 
if you read of another Dorando stunt, There 
are more college men on the team than ever 
before. The team is the finest personally 
and athletically ever sent over. 

All Kinds of Champions. 

‘We have a world’s champion in nearly 
every event. I think our weight men, Ralph 
Rose, Matt McGrath, Simon Gilles and Meex, 
are as big as any ten men in Sweden. When 
they see them they'll think it’s the fat-boy 
section of a circus. Meex is only 19 years 
old and must weigh 300 pounds, ff an ounce. 
His back looks like the side of a house.”’
